From Fort McKay in North to. to Wetaskiwin in South Work Proceeds 
—If Oil Exists at All It Will Soon Be Found—At Least Seven 
Concerns Coming Into Herron-Elder Amalgamation, 


Some day there ig going to be a} 
Btrike of ofl in the district aureonnd et 
ing Edmonton. Nobody knows for y 
certainty the exact field which will 
first bring a big producing well in, but 
everybody believes that there will be 
at least one large, permanent field in 
the Edmonton district. Perhaps there 
Will be more than one, but the point is 
that probably not one person in Ed- 
monton now doubts that oil will be 
found, 

When the first well Is brought {na 
new era will have been come for Ed- 
monton and for Alberta. An industry 
with almost untold possibilities will be 
started and this district will be one of 
the most important, industrially, in the 
world, 

Signs are not wanting, either, that 
the day much dreamed of and longed for 
is not so very far away. In half a dozen 
places in central and northern Alberta 
drilling has elther already begun or {js 
about to begin, In many more geo- 
logists are seeking out nature's secrets 
and bringing all their wonderful knowl- 
edge to bear for the development of the 
oil industry in the province. 

Drilling Over Wide Areas 

In what might be called the far 
north two companies are drilling. This 
is north of Fort McMurray and the 
two companies which are already 
‘arrying on actual development are the 
Athabasca Olls and the Fort McKay, 
Several others have machinery ordered 
to start work in those fields. 

Two or three companies, also are 
about to commence operations in the 
district northwest of Athabasca— 
known as the Ross-Shillington fields, 
after the men who first located sites 
there, 

For the past year the Nakamun Oil 
and Asphalt company has been drilling 
at Nakamun, about 30 miles northwest 
of the city, and latest reports are that 
prospects are excellent for making a 
strike at about 2,000 or 2,200 feet. At 
any rate, some of the officials of the 
company have filed on many other 
leases In the district very recently. 

Fried In Nakamun Field 
Jullus Fried, the famous California 


LANS FOR 


Oil magnate and discoverer of the won- 
derful Lakeview, with some associates, 
has also secured some holding west of 
the Nakamun and announces that the 
company which he ts forming, the Cali- 
fornia-Lakeview, will drill as soon as 
machinery can be obtained, 

Several companies have been organ- 
ized with some or all of their holdings 
in the district west of Wetaskiwin and 
it is announced that negotiations are 
in progress with drillers, 

The Maritine Petroleum company 
has its holdings east of Leduc, nearer 
the city than any of the other com- 
panies, and is now drilling. This com- 
pany owns its oil and gas rights out- 
right and pays no rentals to the gOV- 
ernment, the rights having been grant- 
ed together with ttle to the land be- 
fore the present regulations were in 
force, 

It is perhaps not widely known that 
Campbell and Chamberlain have their 
well about six miles southeast of the 
city down to a depth of 2,200 feet. They 
are using a rotary drill and making 
good progress. 

East of City Too 

Then there are the fields to the east 
of the city, of which Birch lake, on 
the Canadjan Northern main line, is 
supposed to be the center—on the apex 
of the anticline, which is said to be 
long, broad and favorable for the re- 
tention of a great mass of oj] at that 
point. The Grattan Oil company is 
diilling near Wainwright, southeast of 
Lirch lake, but stated to be on the 
fame anticline or range of anticlines. 

“At least one thing 1s certain,” said 
an oil man today, “in connection with 
the present oil activity in this province 
—that If there {fs ofl it will probably 
soon be found. Compared to some 
other fields, the results from drilling 
in Alberta have certainly been most 
gratifying. Those who wonder why 
more actual development has not taken 
place should remember that but a 
few months ago hardly anyone was 
even dreaming of oll, and that today 
dozens of rigs are at work, though the 
work has hardly commenced, Remem- 
ber that the famous Lakeview, in Cali-

Puerto, Mexico, July 21.—General 
Huerta, ex-president of Mexico, left 
his country last night and is on his 
way to Kingston, Jamaica. 

Accompanied by Senora Huerta and 
thelr unmarried daughters, Elena Eva 
and Zelia, General Blauquet, the ex- 
minister of war, Senora Blanquet and 
their daughter, General Huerta board- 
ed the German cruiser Dresden short- 
ly after 5 o'clock. Two hours later 
Captain Kohler gave orders to get un- 
der way. 

Unless some unexpected complica- 
tion arises, the remainder of Huerta’s 
relatives, friends and military officers 
who fled with him from the capital, 
and elected the existence of exiles 
rather than give their active support 
to the new government, will also be at 
sea today. 

In the interval between Huerta's 
going aboard and the sailing of the 
Dresden, the other members of the 
party who had been left ashore were 
preparing to go aboard the British 
cruiser Bristol, where they will be 
cared for until the passenger steamer 
Mexico arrives to carry them in the 
wake of their chief. 

Deep Regard for America. 

General Huerta referred to President 
Wilson in a conversation with tho 
newspaper men just before leaving 
shore, but true to precedent, was non- 
committal in all his remarks, He pro- 
fessed deep regard for the American 
people, characterizing the statement 
that he was the enemy of the United 


and that of General Porfirio Diaz, The 
going of Huerta was absolutely de- 
vold of demonstrations, nor was there 
what might properly be called 1 crowd 
of any sort along the river bank when 
he went away or prior to the sailing 
of the Dresden. 

It had been originally planned that 
Huerta would review the troops on 
the day of his departure, but there was 
no review, 

It was expected he would make a 
sort of farewell address, but there was 
no address, 

Had it not been for his conversation 
with the American newspapermen and 
the activities of those with cameras, 
his trip from the car to the water 
front where the Dresden launch was 
awaiting him, would have been no 
more eventful than his morning walk 
from bedroom to dining room.

THE BRITISH SEARCH 
FOR JASFEUELGZ OIL: 

Some idea of the value that would accrue to the pro- 
vince of Alberta through the discovery of oil in large quanti- 
ties may be gained from the fact that the British government 
at the present moment is negotiating with the Anglo-Persian 
Oil company for a control of its holdings at a price of two and 
a half million pounds sterling. Reports of the resources which 
this company controls show that the Anglo-Persian Oil holds 
concessions covering many thousands of acres within the 
British sphere of influence in Persia, that it has brought in 
three producing wells and that it has showings of oil over a 
large area Sufficient to demonstrate that the territory is large 
and very likely to be highly productive. But, while the value 
of the oil fields seems to have been sufficiently proven to leave 
no manner of doubt as to their potential value as a source of 
fuel supply tor the navy, there is a very grave doubt as to 
whether the country in which the oil territory lies is actually 
in Persia at all or whether it is in Turkish territory, a question 
which the British government evidently recognizes as existent 
but upon which it has apparently decided to take a chance 

In the settlement ot the Mexican question, too, it will be

Pasteurized Milk Saves 
the Babies 


Milk that is bad for babies cannot be sod for grown’ people. 

In New 
York City before 1893 there were 96 children out of every 1000 that 
died before they reached five years of age.

There’s a strong temptation to save a cent or two on a quart of 
milk. But it is very apt to be expensive economy. The cent or two 
cents a quart is really very small beside the risk to life and the chance 
of having to pay out hundreds of dollars in case of sickness, ‘‘Cheap”’ 
unpasteurized milk is very likely to prove the most expensive milk 
in the long run. 

Moreover, good Pasteurized Milk at 10 cents per quart is a very 
economical food—it is as valuable as 20 cents’ worth of the cheapest 
meat that you can buy. The price of meat has been steadily increas- 
ing for many years. The price of the best quality of milk has remain- 
ed stationary. More good milk and les; meat would save money for 
many families. 

Of course, every person has the right to obtain their food from 
whatever source they please, But we believe that they should know 
the facts. We regard it as our duty to let the public know about the 
risks of using ordinary unpasteurized milk. It is sufficient to quote 
what Dr. Whitelaw, the City Health Officer, has to say on the ques- 
tion in his last annual report: ‘‘Unpasteurized milk, except that 
which is obtained from tuberculin-tested cows, should not be used.”

Over Expenditure. 

Referring to the deficit on the hos- 
pital’s operations Mrs, Murphy stated 
that one of the causes of this deficit 
was that patients were allowed to re- 
main in the hospital too long—it was 
not a convalescent home, Another 
eause was the laxity in making collec- 
tions. Out of a statement of arrears 
amounting to $1,477, given to the city 
collectors, only $106.60 had been col- 
lected. Yet another was the fact that 
no outside municipality had so far paid 
for its patiente, 

Then 20 to 30 per cent. more than 
necessary was paid for household sup- 
plies, 

Mrs. Murphy thought the staff was 
too big, and had too litde to do. With 
every bed occupied there would only 
he 71 patients, with a paid staff of 60. 
On July 4 there were 8) patients with 
a staff of 60, The average number 
of patients for June was 39, and the 
salary total for the month was 
$1,779.80; that 1s $46.65 per patient per 
month, or $1.52 per day. In conclu- 
sion, Mrs. Murphy said that the staff 
should be reduced without delay, 

The board tendered its thanks to 
Mrs, Murphy for her thorough investi- 
gation, Major Marriott (chairman), T. 
M. Turnbull and R, G. Davidson were 
appointed a committee to deal with the 
report.

FEATURES DECIDED UPON. 

1. That by a two-thirds vote 
of the electors the charter may 
be amended without reference 
to the legislature; except In 
matters affecting franchises 
and the borrowing powers of the 
clty. 

2. That the commission coun- 
cil shall consist of five com- 
missioners elected at large. 

3. That commissioners shall 
be elected to -duties, so that 
there will be elections to fill the 
office of commissioner of fin- 
ance, commissioner of public 
works, commissioner of utilities, 
commissioner of safety and 
health and commissioner of 
parks and markets 

4, Commissioners shall be el- 
ected for four year terms. 

5. There will no longer be 
any electlon for mayor, the 
commissioners after each annu- 
al election selecting thelr own 
chairman, who is to be called 
“mayor,” from among their own 
number. 

6. Anyone is qualified to be 
a candidate for commissioner 
who is a British subject, {ts 21 
years of age and can read and 
write English. Commissioners 
at the time of their election do 
not have to be residents of the 
city.
